SUNDAY MORNING CHATS 
These Sunday Morning Chats have to be more 


or jess in the nature of sermons, though I try 
to ‘keep them out of that’ rut, because people do 
not like to be sermonized like they used to be. 
This is no proof that they do not need it, but is 
because times and people have changed. They 
are more educated and enlightened, read, traveled, 
sophisticated, quicker, brighter and more inde- 
pendent. Also the habit of thinking for one’s self 
is much more prevalent than it used to be. The 
avelage oy and girl are more worldly wise and 
mcre independent mentally today than grown péo- 
ple were a century ago, or even half a century 
ago. But sermons will never be abolished, for 
there will always be those who only through 
impassioned exhortation can find that thing . they 
know as salvation and which means for them 
conscious forgiveness of sins. These “Chats,” 
however, are not exhortations, but just little social 
talks together advocating applied Christianity, 
while we are here to apply it, and the enjoyment of 
the same kind of a kingdom here upon earth that 
we all hope and most of us believe awaits us some- 
where over yonder beyond the Jasper Sea. It does 
not .preach of a hell down below but 
- asks the creation of more of a heaven right here 


and now, through the médium of the Golden Rule. 


and a kindlines of spirit which is good for every 
one us. 

If you love people, the birds and animals and 
all living things, they will one and all respond 
by loving you, in return, and when that stage is 
arrived at it is as near a heaven as man can build. 
Say what you want, it is a fact that love is the 
greatest and best attribute in the human mind or 
breast. -Statesman, scholar, warrior, prince or 
peasant, all do homage to the kindly spirit of love, 
whether they admit it or not. “Live, Laugh and 
Love,” is a good motto. That must have been the 
life motto of Bobby Burns, the Ploughman Poet, 
and can you think to this day of one single other 
man that people from every section of the world 
gather together to celebrate each year the day of 
his birth? Nations have their great men whom 
they thus honor, but with Burns it is not a nation, 
particularly, but the whole world. Why? Because 
he was the presonification of that great spirit of 
Love, second only in its promulgation to the Gentle 
Loving Nazerine, shepherd of distressed human 
flocks upon the hills of Judea. 

Emerson said with much wisdom that “All the 
World Loves a Lover,” and this is the clue to Burns’ 
hold upon the heart of all the people. He loved 
all things; from lifeless clod to singing bird. He 
loved ‘beauty in every form, and every grace and 
charm that can adorn the human soul. He loved 
the suffering poor, the broken, bruised and bleed- 
ting ones of earth. Hig pulse-beat throbbed in har- 
mony with humanity. He sang of cooing, hélpless 
infancy, of the glorious and glad days of ,youth. 
and manhood’s night, and he sang a divine song 
of the furrowed face, the hoary hair, the bended 
and afflicted form of old age. He sang of earth 
and sky, of laughter of the running waters, the 
rustle of leaves and the whispers of the lilting 
breeze, He sang of Nature in the freshness of her 
youth in bud and blossom, was touched with pity 
for the leafless forest, and dropped a tear for the 
gnafled and stricken oak. He wrote of storm and 
sunshine, of summer's warmth and winter's chill, 
of the glories of the morning and the splendor of 
the moon and stars. He wrote of cliff and lake and 
moor, of stubble fields, of flower and bird and 
beast, and he wrote of human life, its moil and toil 

and ‘hope, happiness, tenderness arid tears, all of 
which go to make the lives of we struggling, striv- 
ing men and women. And through dt all was the 
song of Love and Love's sweet ways. And so would 
I write if I could, to all my fellow men, in his 
_ adve ot the Fatherhood of Géd, Bratherhood 
of Man: a Gospel of Sunshine,.via these Sunday 
Morning Chats. Thus I try to write, and point out 
in’ feeble way the horror of the hates which ‘have 
been . envelopi hations, and the tighteousnéss 
and Holiness of ‘ ve instead—the one emotion which 
really guides and riiles and glorifies humanity.
